Thomas  A.  Yawkey 

President 


Tom  Yawkey  has  been  a  keen  observer  of  more  than  a 
half  century  of  professional  baseball  history,  bridging 
the  gap  from  watching  the  immortal  Ty  Cobb  as  a 
youngster  perform  for  his  foster-father’s  Detroit  Tigers 
in  the  early  1920’s  up  to  the  present  early  1970’s  and 
watching  the  debuts  of  his  own  Red  Sox  rookies  such 
as  Doug  Griffin  and  Bob  Montgomery. 

As  Jerry  Nason  of  the  Boston  Globe  wrote  many 
years  ago, 

“One  of  the  most  significant  introductions  ever  made, 
which  would  one  day 
profoundly  affect  all  New 
England,  was  when  a 
famous  ball  player 
named  Ty  Cobb  intro¬ 
duced  a  young  alumnus 
of  Yale’s  Sheffield  Sci¬ 
entific  School  to  still 
another  immortal  ball 
player,  Eddie  Collins.” 

It  was  because  of  that 
introduction  that  Thomas 
Austin  Yawkey  took  over 
the  insecure  Boston  Red 
Sox  franchise  in  1933, 
and  in  the  past  37  years 
has  built  it  into  one  of  the 
most  solid  operations  in 
the  game’s  history,  an 
operation  which  has 
amazed  the  baseball 
world  by  drawing  over 
seven  million  people  in  the  last  four  years  in  the 
smallest  ball  park  in  the  country. 

Born  in  Detroit,  February  21 , 1903,  Tom  Yawkey’s 
younger  days  were  frequently  spent  watching  Cobb 
and  other  Tiger  stars  perform  on  the  club  owned 
by  his  uncle  and  foster-father,  the  famed  industrialist 
William  Hoover  Yawkey.  He  played  baseball  himself  at 
Irving  School  and  later  at  Yale,  but  it  was  the  other 
Irving  School  alumnus,  Eddie  Collins,  who  convinced 
the  30  year  old  financier  to  buy  the  Red  Sox  in  1933. 
T.A.  agreed,  provided  Collins  would  be  his  general 
manager. 

Through  the  years  since,  although  there  have  been 
more  disappointments  than  thrills,  Tom  Yawkey’s  love 


of  the  game  and  its  progress  has  not  been  matched 
by  any  other  owner. 

With  Eddie  Collins  as  guide  and  adviser,  he  bought 
such  Hall  of  Fame  players  as  Jimmy  Foxx,  Lefty  Grove 
and  Joe  Cronin  and  brought  them  to  Fenway  Park 
in  the  30’s.  He  spent  lavishly  later  in  bonuses  trying  to 
surround  Hall  of  Famer  Ted  Williams  with  a  strong 
supporting  cast  in  the  40’s  and  50’s.  He  got  an 
American  League  pennant  for  his  efforts  in  1946,  but 
that  was  followed  by  very  disappointing  close  finishes 
in  the  late  40’s  and  early  50’s. 

The  reorganization  of  the 
farm  and  scouting  sys¬ 
tem  started  in  1960,  and 
the  front  office  reorgani¬ 
zation,  accomplished 
by  1965,  resulted  in  the 
“Impossible  Dream” 
pennant  of  1967,  which 
captured  the  imagination 
of  a  nation’s  baseball 
fans,  and  in  his  38th  year 
of  ownership  of  the  Red 
Sox,  he  hopes  that  the 
dramatic  trades  for  Luis 
Aparicio,  Ken  Tatum  and 
Doug  Griffin  in  the  off 
season  will  effectively 
improve  the  Red  Sox 
pitching  and  defense  so 
that  they  can  close  the 
gap  on  the  World  Cham¬ 
pion  Orioles. 

It  is  because  of  his  insistence  that  Fenway  Park  is  one 
of  the  best  kept  parks  in  the  nation,  and  easily  the 
most  exciting  park  in  the  game,  where  the  fans  are 
really  close  to  the  action  and  no  lead  is  safe  because 
of  the  famous  left  field  wall. 

The  interest  he  has  shown  in  baseball  is  matched  only 
by  his  untiring  work  as  president  of  the  “Jimmy 
Fund”  of  Boston,  the  popular  name  of  the  Children’s 
Cancer  Research  Foundation,  which  has  raised 
millions  of  dollars  to  help  find  the  cure  for  cancer  in 
children. 

In  one  of  the  great  sports  cities  in  the  world,  Boston, 
the  greatest  name  in  sports  for  37  years  has  been  and 
continues  to  be,  Tom  Yawkey. 


Richard  H.  O’Connell 

Executive  Vice-President  —  General  Manager 

Dick  O’Connell  celebrates  the  25th  anniversary  of  his 
association  with  the  Red  Sox  organization  in  this 
season  of  1971,  dating  back  to  his  first  position  as 
business  manager  of  the  Lynn  Red  Sox  of  the  old  New 
England  League  directly  after  World  War  II. 

In  the  25  years,  he  has  touched  every  base  in 
professional  baseball  front  office  management  — 
home  secretary  of  the  Red  Sox  in  1949  —  director  of 
park  operations  in  1951  —  executive  vice-president 
of  business  operations  in  1960  —  general  manager 
in  1965. 

He  was  named  Executive  of  the  Year  in  baseball  in 
1967,  when  his  mid-season  acquisitions  of  Gary  Bell, 
Jerry  Adair  and  Elston  Howard  helped  to  insure  the 
“Impossible  Dream”  pennant. 

The  trade  for  Ray  Culp,  who  has  won  50  games  in  the 
last  three  years  for  the  Red  Sox,  ranks  with  the 
greatest  of  all  time,  and  the  deal  for  Gary  Peters  in 
1970  and  the  trades  for  Luis  Aparicio,  Ken  Tatum  and 
Doug  Griffin  this  past  winter  are  calculated  to  keep 
the  Red  Sox  in  the  thick  of  the  pennant  fight. 

Haywood  C.  Sullivan 

Vice-President,  Player  Personnel 

“Sully”  was  voted  the 
“Good  Guy”  award  by  the 
Boston  Baseball  Writers 
last  winter,  a  tribute  to  his 
genial  nature  and  his  wide 
circle  of  friends  both  inside 
and  outside  the  game. 

His  appointment  as  Vice 
President  in  November, 
1965,  marked  a  return  for 
Haywood  to  the  Red  Sox 
organization.  Neil  Mahoney 
had  signed  him  as  a  highly 
campus  of  the  University  of 

John  F.  Donovan,  Jr. 

Vice-President  —  Administration 

Although  he  joined  the  Red 
Sox  front  office  in  1968  to 
handle  the  many  and  varied 
legal  questions  which  con¬ 
front  a  professional  sports 
team  today,  John’s  association 
with  the  Red  Sox  actually 
traces  back  to  1946  when  he 
was  a  clubhouse  attendant 
and  bat  boy  for  the  American 
League  pennant  winners. 

Through  the  years  as  a  student 
at  Holy  Cross  College  and  later  before  his  graduation 
from  Boston  College  Law  School  in  1957,  he  worked  in 
the  Red  Sox  ticket  offices  during  the  summer. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Massachusetts  General  Court  in 
1963  and  served  there  until  1968  and  is  a  member  of 
the  Massachusetts  and  Federal  Bars.  The  club’s 
youngest  vice  president  he  was  born  in  Chelsea, 

Mass.,  August  21,  1931,  and  still  resides  there  with  his 
wife  and  four  children. 


O’Connell  was  born  in  Winthrop,  Mass,  on  September 
19,  1914.  He  graduated  from  Boston  College  in  1937 
and  received  his  Master’s  Degree  from  there  a  year 
later.  After  playing  both  baseball  and  football  in  high 
school  and  college,  he  became  a  teacher-coach 
before  entering  the  U.  S.  Navy  in  1942,  where  as  an 
officer  in  Naval  Intelligence  in  the  Pacific  area  in 
World  War  II,  he  played  a  vital  part  in  all  Pacific 
invasions  from  1943  to  1945.  Married  with  three 
children,  he  resides  in  Belmont,  Mass. 


Florida  in  1952,  but  a  slipped  disc  in  1958  eventually 
ended  his  active  career  with  Kansas  City  in  1963. 

He  managed  successfully  in  the  Athletic  minor  league 
system  in  1964,  and  was  appointed  Kansas  City 
manager  by  Charles  O.  Finley  in  mid-1965,  who  re¬ 
leased  him  to  accept  the  Red  Sox  offer  the  following 
Fall. 

Born  in  Donalsonville,  Georgia  on  December  15,  1930, 
he  later  starred  in  all  sports  at  Dothan,  Alabama 
high  school  before  entering  Florida.  After  all  confer¬ 
ence  nominations  in  baseball  and  football,  and 
rated  one  of  the  premier  college  quarterbacks  in  the 
nation,  he  chose  baseball  in  1952.  Married,  with 
three  children,  he  resides  in  Canton,  Mass. 

John  Alevizos 

Vice-President 

He  joined  the  Red  Sox 
organization  in  1970  after 
a  long  and  successful  career 
as  Professor  of  Marketing 
at  Boston  University,  during 
which  time  he  also  gained 
considerable  experience  as 
a  real  estate  developer,  man¬ 
agement  consultant,  and 
author  for  business  publica¬ 
tions.  Most  recently  he  had 
been  the  owner-general  man¬ 
ager  of  the  Manchester  Yankees  of  the  Eastern  League. 
With  the  Red  Sox,  he  is  personnel  director  of  office 
help  and  in  charge  of  all  park  construction  problems 
and  park  operations,  and  also  outside  developments 
which  the  club  might  be  involved  in. 

A  graduate  of  Boston  University,  he  once  had  a 
tryout  with  the  Red  Sox  and  played  in  the  St.  Louis 
Cardinal  farm  system.  He  resides  with  his  wife  and 
three  children  in  Waban,  Mass. 


The  Manager 


KASKO,  Edward  Michael  (EDDIE) 

Born:  June  27,  1931 ,  Linden,  N.  J.  Ht.:  6';  Wt.:  185  lbs.  Brown  eyes,  Brown 
hair.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right.  Home:  Richmond,  Va.  Married  Catherine  Bache, 
February  15,  1958.  Children:  Michael  8/10/59,  James  4/30/63.  Acquired  by 
Red  Sox,  April  3,  1966  lor  Felix  Mantilla  from  Houston. 

Eddie  is  the  26th  man  to  begin  a  season  as  Red  Sox 
manager.  He  succeeded  Dick  Williams  for  the  1970 
season,  after  three  years  of  managing  the  Red  Sox  triple 
A  teams.  He  finished  sixth  with  Toronto  in  1967,  sixth 
with  Louisville  in  1968,  second  with  Louisville  in  1969, 
and  third  with  Boston  in  1970. 

Eddie  first  joined  the  Red  Sox  organization  as  a  utility 
infielder  in  1966,  after  nine  seasons  with  the  St.  Louis 
Cardinals,  Cincinnati  Reds  and  the  Houston  Astros. 

His  best  years  were  with  the  Reds  as  their  Most  Valuable 
Player  in  1960,  and  he  helped  lead  Cincinnati  to  the 
National  League  pennant  the  following  year.  He  became 
Houston’s  first  captain  in  1965. 

Kasko  first  broke  into  organized  baseball  in  1949  with 
Baltimore  of  the  International  League,  following  gradua¬ 
tion  from  Linden  High  School  in  1948.  After  six  minor 
league  seasons,  interrupted  by  two  years  as  a  combat 
engineer  in  the  U.  S.  Army,  he  came  up  to  the  Majors  to 
stay  with  St.  Louis  in  1957. 


The  Coaches 


POPOWSKI,  Edward  J.  (EDDIE) 

Born:  Aug.  20,  1913  at  Sayreville,  N.  J.  Ht.:  5 ’4";  Wt.:  155  lbs.  Bats  and 
Throws:  Bight.  Married  Mary  Joan  Howley,  Dec.  26,  1941.  Children:  Carole 
4/7/43,  Terry  7/22/45,  Rickey  9/15/52,  Randy  8/8/54,  Sherry  9/10/57. 

The  senior  member  of  the  coaching  staff,  entering  his 
fifth  season  as  the  Red  Sox  third  base  coach,  after 
spending  over  30  years  in  the  Red  Sox  organization  as 
second  baseman,  scout,  manager  and  coach.  In  21  years 
of  minor  league  managing,  “Pop’s”  clubs  finished  out 
of  the  first  division  only  seven  times  and  he  directed  four 
pennant  winners,  the  latest  in  1965  when  he  led 
Pittsfield  to  the  Eastern  League  crown.  For  several  years 
prior  to  becoming  a  coach  he  managed  the  Red  Sox 
entry  in  the  Florida  Instructional  League  and  spent  time 
as  an  instructor  there  last  fall. 

LENHARDT,  Donald  Eugene  (DON) 

Born:  Oct.  4,  1922  at  Alton,  III.  Ht.:  6'3";  Wt.:  190.  Green  eyes,  Blond  hair. 
Home:  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Married  Isabel  Fracchla,  Oct.  27,  1951.  Children: 
Patricia  Ann,  10/7/52. 

Returning  for  his  second  year  as  first  base  coach  and 
batting  instructor,  Don  had  been  a  Red  Sox  scout  in 
Missouri,  Illinois  and  Iowa  since  1957.  After  Navy  service 
in  World  War  II,  he  played  five  years  in  the  majors  as 
an  outfielder,  first  baseman  and  third  baseman  with  the 
St.  Louis  Browns,  White  Sox  and  the  Red  Sox.  He 
finished  his  active  playing  career  in  the  Red  Sox 
system  with  San  Francisco  in  1956. 

In  addition  to  his  scouting  duties  Don  had  served  as  a 
batting  instructor  in  all  Red  Sox  minor  league  camps  in 
Ocala  from  1961  to  1969  and  coached  for  several 
years  with  the  Red  Sox  instructional  teams.  He  was  a 
lifetime  .271  hitter,  with  61  home  runs  and  239  runs 
batted  in.

Newest  member  of  the  coaching  staff,  succeeding  Charlie 
Wagner,  who  returned  to  the  Red  Sox  scouting  staff 
after  one  year  as  pitching  coach. 

In  his  14-year  career,  from  1952  through  1965,  with  the 
Cardinals,  Phillies,  Reds,  Pirates  and  Orioles,  Harvey 
compiled  a  record  of  136  wins  and  113  losses.  He  pitched 
a  12-inning  perfect  game  for  the  Pirates  against  the 
Braves  on  May  26, 1959,  only  to  lose  1-0  on  one  hit  in  the 
13th  inning.  He  established  a  major  league  record 
by  retiring  those  36  consecutive  batters. 

He  served  as  pitching  coach  for  the  Mets  in  1966  and 
1967,  and  for  Cincinnati  in  1969.  In  1968  and  1970,  he  was 
the  minor  league  pitching  coach  for  the  Pirates. 

Other  career  highlights  include  a  20-9  season  with 
St.  Louis  in  1953  and  two  wins  for  the  Pirates  in  the  1960 
World  Series.  He  became  a  full-time  reliever  in  1963, 
after  1 1  years  as  a  starter.

Doug,  one  of  four  Camilli  brothers  who  played  profes¬ 
sional  baseball,  returns  for  his  second  year  as  Red  Sox 
bullpen  coach.  His  dad,  Dolph,  starred  for  many  years 
with  the  Phillies  and  the  Dodgers,  and  finished  his  major 
league  career  with  the  Red  Sox  in  1945. 

Before  coming  to  Boston,  Doug  had  served  as  Washing¬ 
ton  bullpen  coach  for  two  seasons,  after  completing 
an  eight-year  major  league  career.  He  originally  signed 
with  the  Dodgers  out  of  Stanford  in  1957  and  highlighted 
a  five-year  stay  with  the  Dodgers  by  catching  a  Sandy 
Koufax  no-hitter  in  Philadelphia  on  June  4,  1964. 
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The  Front  Office  Neil  T.  Mahoney 

Director,  Player  Procurement,  Scouting 

A  native  of  Newton,  Mass.,  Mahoney 
was  rated  as  one  of  New  England’s  top 
collegiate  and  semi-pro  catchers  in 
high  school  and  at  Northeastern  Uni¬ 
versity.  He  first  joined  the  Red  Sox 
organization  as  a  scout  in  1939  and 
coached  at  Bowdoin  College  during 
World  War  II.  Earlier  he  had  spent  con¬ 
siderable  time  as  a  player-manager  with 
teams  in  the  Northern  and  Cape  Cod 
Leagues,  after  graduating  from  college. 

He  took  over  the  reins  as  Red  Sox  farm  director  in  September, 
1960,  after  directing  the  Eastern  scouts  through  the  1950’s.  In 
1969,  he  turned  the  direction  of  minor  league  scouts  over  to  his 
longtime  assistant,  Ed  Kenney,  while  he  continues  to  direct  all 
scouting  activities.  He  makes  his  home  in  Chestnut  Hill,  Mass. 


Joseph  T.  Cummiskey 

Treasurer 

A  graduate  of  Suffolk  Law  School, 
he  had  wide  experience  in  both  law 
and  accounting  before  joining  the 
Red  Sox  organization  in  1948. 

Served  as  Lieutenant-Commander 
in  the  Navy  during  World  War  II 
and  now  handles  the  many  financial 
affairs  connected  with  a  modern 
major  league  baseball  operation.

This  amazing  veteran  comes  to  the  Red  Sox  in  his  16th 
American  League  season  after  his  best  year  ever  as  a 
hitter  with  the  White  Sox  and  after  establishing  himself  as 
the  most  durable  shortstop  in  the  history  of  the  game. 

In  1970,  he  not  only  had  a  career  batting  high  of  .313 
but  eclipsed  Luke  Appling’s  record  of  2,218  games  played 
at  shortstop,  and  led  the  White  Sox  in  doubles  (29),  runs 
scored  (86),  hits  (173)  and  sacrifices  (10). 

Few  players  can  approach  his  fielding  accomplishments. 
He  has  tied  major  league  records  for  leading  American 
League  shortstops  in  fielding  eight  consecutive  years 
and  in  assists  seven  times.  He  has  led  in  putouts  four 
times  and  seven  times  in  chances  accepted. 

Luis  has  been  the  league’s  Gold  Glove  shortstop  nine

He  was  a  member  of  the  American  League  All-Star  teams 
eight  years  —  1958  through  1964  and  1970.  He  appeared 
in  two  World  Series,  with  the  White  Sox  in  1959  and 
Baltimore  in  1 966.  His  late  father  was  a  great  shortstop 
in  Venezuela.

After  appearing  in  a 
career  high  of  41  games  last  season,  he  went  on  to 
impress  with  his  work  in  the  Puerto  Rican  winter  league, 
and  should  be  included  in  the  starting  rotation  in  1971. 

As  his  figures  show,  he  has  averaged  a  strikeout  an  inning 
with  the  Red  Sox,  and  has  steadily  improved  his  control. 
A  good  hitting  pitcher  —  16  for  51,  .314  with  3  homers 
—  he  has  helped  himself  with  his  bat  on  more  than  one 
occasion  and  needs  only  a  little  more  experience  to 
rank  among  the  best  in  the  league. 

Ken  broke  in  with  the  Red  Sox  in  the  waning  days  of  the 
1967  pennant  year,  and  with  less  than  two  years  of 
professional  experience,  impressed  in  the  World  Series 
at  the  tender  age  of  19.  He  had  pitched  on  championship 
Little  League,  Babe  Ruth  League  (including  the  1964 
national  champions  from  El  Segundo)  and  high  school 
teams  before  signing.

Popular  and  capable  Ken  is  in  his  sixth  year  as  leader 
of  the  Red  Sox  broadcasting  crew,  and  looking  forward 
to  many  more  broadcasting  thrills  to  match  the  Red 
Sox  “Impossible  Dream”  of  1967. 

A  native  of  Quincy,  Mass.,  where  he  had  been  a  baseball 
teammate  of  Dick  Donovan’s  at  North  Quincy  High,  he 
later  attended  Curry  College  before  beginning  his 
broadcasting  career  in  Rutland,  Vermont.  With  additional 
experience  in  Quincy  and  Worcester,  Mass.,  including 
handling  the  play  by  play  for  Boston  University,  he  got 
his  first  big  break  when  he  took  over  the  Cleveland 
Browns  radio  network  in  the  early  1950’s. 

It  was  after  14  years  with  the  Browns  and  10  with  the 
Cleveland  Indians  that  he  returned  to  his  home  area  to 
take  over  the  Red  Sox  for  the  1 966  season.

Now  in  his  11th  year  of  Red  Sox  broadcasting,  Ned’s 
popularity  continues  to  grow,  as  more  and  more  New 
England  baseball  fans  enjoy  his  light  touch  at  the  mike. 

A  native  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  he  was  an  outstanding 
swimmer  at  Duke  University,  where  he  also  played 
baseball,  before  service  in  the  U.  S.  Marines  in  World 
War  II.  Following  a  short  spell  in  the  advertising  field,  he 
jumped  into  radio  and  was  broadcasting  for  Charleston, 
West  Virginia  when  he  won  an  audition  to  join  the 
Red  Sox  broadcast  crew  with  Curt  Gowdy  in  1960. 

During  the  fall  he  has  done  football  play  by  play  for 
Boston  University,  Yale  University,  the  Boston  Patriots 
and  for  the  past  few  years  all  the  Dartmouth  College 
games.

Now  he  is  at  home  behind 
a  microphone  and  New  England  fans  enjoy  his  “inside” 
commentaries  on  each  game. 

Johnny  was  twice  voted  the  top  shortstop  in  baseball, 
and  last  year  was  runnerup  to  Joe  Cronin  in  the  voting 
for  “Greatest  All  Time  Red  Sox  Shortstop.” 

He  broke  in  with  the  Red  Sox  in  1942  and  finished  his 
active  major  league  playing  career  with  Washington  in 
1954.  In  1955  he  was  a  player-coach  under  Ralph  Houk 
at  Denver,  and  then  managed  from  1956  through  1960 
in  the  Detroit  Tiger  farm  system.  He  returned  to  the 
Red  Sox  organization  as  manager  of  Seattle  in  1961  and 
1962,  and  managed  the  Red  Sox  in  1963  and  1964.

In  the  organizational  table  to  the  right  lies  the  real 
strength  of  the  Red  Sox,  the  men  involved  in  the 
scouting  and  development  of  Red  Sox  players.  The  club 
representing  the  Red  Sox  in  1971  has  a  heavy  represen¬ 
tation  of  homegrown  talent  —  Yastrzemski,  Petrocelli, 
Scott,  Smith,  Montgomery,  Billy  Conigliaro,  etc.,  joined 
by  players  from  other  organizations  who  were  obtained 
in  trades  for  homegrown  talent  —  Aparicio,  Griffin, 
Tatum,  Siebert,  Peters,  etc. 

Several  members  of  the  Red  Sox  roster,  all  with  a  strong 
chance  to  help  the  club  in  1971  were  high  draft 
selections  in  the  free  agent  draft  instituted  in  1965.  They 
include  Ken  Brett,  Billy  Conigliaro,  Mike  Garman  and 
Carlton  Fisk,  all  number  one  choices  in  various  drafts, 
along  with  others  like  Jack  Curtis,  Bill  Lee,  Mike  Nagy, 
Lynn  McGlothen  and  others. 

Their  talents  were  scouted  carefully  by  the  men  listed 
on  the  right,  men  who  have  one  of  the  toughest  jobs 
in  professional  baseball,  jobs  that  have  been  made 
much  more  complex  because  of  the  Vietnam  situation 
and  the  free  agent  draft. 

Years  ago,  the  veteran  scouts,  like  Neil  Mahoney, 
the  present  director  of  scouting,  could  spend  a  long  time 
with  a  single  fine  prospect,  establish  a  close  relation¬ 
ship,  knowing  they  could  sign  the  young  man  directly. 
Today,  scouts  can  only  analyze  the  talent  in  their 
area,  give  their  professional  opinion  on  a  player,  and 
then  hope  that  the  Red  Sox  will  be  high  enough  in  the 
draft  selection  process  to  select  him. 

The  fortunate  youngsters  who  are  selected  by  the  Red 
Sox  now  should  know  he  will  get  special  coaching  on 
his  way  to  Fenway  Park  from  the  men  listed  here, 
and  that  their  talents  will  be  carefully  evaluated  each 
year  after  the  season  by  their  managers  and  coaches  in 
the  annual  Fall  meetings  established  by  Neil  Mahoney 
several  years  ago. 

It’s  generally  agreed  in  baseball  that  the  Red  Sox  have 
a  very  good  share  of  best  young  talent  in  the  game 
and  the  credit  goes  to  the  men  listed  here  in  the 
organizational  table.

It  is  through  their  efforts  and  also  the  many  outstanding 
radio  and  TV  sportscasters  in  New  England  that 
baseball  fans  in  the  Northeast  are  certainly  the  most 
knowledgeable  in  the  land. 

Traditionally  the  Red  Sox  have  had  the  largest  in-season 
and  off-season  press  coverage  in  the  major  leagues 
with  over  70  separate  writers,  radio  and  TV  personnel 
covering  the  club  in  Winter  Haven  in  the  spring,  the 
largest  delegation  of  its  kind  in  Florida. 

During  the  season,  daily  attendance  in  the  Fenway  Park 
press  box  is  larger  than  practically  any  other  park  in 
the  country  and  the  Red  Sox  traveling  press  is  the 
largest  in  the  American  League. 

For  many  of  these  writers,  baseball  is  their  prime  year 
around  assignment,  spring  training,  regular  season, 
World  Series,  winter  meetings,  mid-winter  banquets, 
etc.,  until  it’s  time  to  go  again  into  another  season.
